-Replying to inquiries to how 
funds mar be raised for the education 
of the foreign-born, where no school 
funds are available for such purposes, 
the bureau of naturalization, Depart- 
ment of Labor, proposes, as a possible 
expedient, the holding of international! 
handiwork exhibits. This would pro- 
vide not only a means of raising 
money, but would prove source oft 
instruction. 

Many instances have come to the 
notice of the bureau officials of women 
of foreign birth who were in great 
need, but who had in their possession 
beautiful pieces of handiwork brought 
from their native lands, or who were 
capable of doing beautiful work, but 
had not found a market for it. There 
are many persons in this countty able 
and willing to pay for such work, but 
there has been no adequate opportun

And every 
day during this busy tour there were 
outdoor sports for the company, such 
as water polo, football, hockey, and 
cricket, Mr. Swete said. He delights 
in the honors bestowed on Benson 
during the war. First he was 
knighted, and though the _ Brit- 
ish war office would not take Benson 
on account of age, though he 
a hardy athlete, he finally got to the 
front as a Captain in the French Army, 
serving comforts to the fighters in the 
front lines, doing things that called for 
all the courage that a soldier must 
have, and even more endurance.

= Price of Good Roads 


Ir CAME asa surprise to many people when the High- 
wav Commission of Massachusetts asked the Legislature 
to double the license fees on motor trucks. The citizens 
had seen the number of these trucks multiplied by two, 
and then by three, during the last few years, or since 
war-time transportation problems began to arise. They 
found it becoming a common matter to ship huge loads 
of merchandise from city to city over the highways in- 
stead of by rail. They were told, through the newspapers, 
that the truck had met an emergency and met it well. 
The fact was overlooked, however, that there was a price 
to pay. Few highways were constructed to withstand 
such a terrific pounding as the trucks give them. They 
have been going to pieces with a rapidity which has 
hee alarming, both to motorists and to those in charge 

f highway maintenance. Much of the trucking 1s done 
at night, when the machines can travel at a speed which 
would be impossible by day. In New York, Boston, and 
other cities it has been necessary to restrict the trucks to 
certain routes which will keep them away from residen- 
tial streets, as the unending procession of heavy cars, with 
their thunderous rumbles and their shrieking horns caused 
serious disturbance. The result has been increasing wear 
on the streets given over to trucking. Asa rule, though, 
city streets are built more substantially than country 
roads. A certain wholesale grocery concern in one of the 
smaller centers of population found great difficulty in get- 
ting prompt deliveries by freight, and, as a last resort, 
placed in service several motor trucks. ‘Traveling to and 
from a dozen surrounding towns, these trucks have prac- 
tically wrecked the roads. Thoroughtares which had 
stood up well enough under the wear of pleasure cats 
have crumbled ina few months under the weight and the 
pound of the heavy vehicles, 

\ll this situation which must be met by a 
tremendous increase in road burlding 
Ws value in war time, Tt has now become a 
necessity, The number will increase rather than diminish, 
unless there is remarkable and hardly probable improve: 
ment im frereht serviee by rail, And this means the ex 
penditure of vastly more money than was dreamed 
when the program was concerned mostly with routes for 
pleasure car lt seems logical enough that at least a 
part Of this extra money should come from the truck 
owners, although it 1s sate to say that a generous por- 
tion of the burden will be passed along to the general 
public in the form of higher rates. An increase in she 
however, seems the most direct method 
raising more money, and doubtless is one that wall bi 
followed. Doubling the license fees in Massachusetts 
would bring to the state treasury S500, 00 from trucks, 
which amount, added to the tees trom other cars, would 
produce a revenue amounting to $3,000,000 for road 
maintenance. ‘This sum would hardly prove sufficient, 
and there 1s strong opposition to so great an increase in 
the tees. 

The situation in other states is similar to that in 
Massachusetts. License tees which would amount to as 
much as $200 for a five-ton truck have been suggested. 
It is quite likely that some of the additional money needed 
to keep up the roads will have to come from the public 
purse, and this is not untair, even to taxpayers who do 
not ride in automobiles. Some of the states have decided 
to start an extensive road-building campaign before con- 
ditions become worse. Pennsylvania is to build 600 miles 
of permanent highways this season, employing 35,000 
men. this seems a large task, but it 1s the ‘kind of 
thing that must be yndertaken all over the country. Other- 
wise the motor truck will not be able to perform tts func- 
ving the railroads. Vhe long-distance truck 
has upset all previous calculations as to road-building and 
upkeep. Its advent was sudden, and the price to be paid 
was not figured in advance. It is here to stay and the 
figuring must be done now. Kelief will come only, ap- 
parently, when the trucks take wing and flv through the 
air, a possibility, but not one to warrant the cessation of 
wuiiding just vet.

C. A., the religious backing for anti-saloon activities 
will from now onward be more in evidence. In gen- 
eral, too, a modern trend of thought has become quite 
definite in the last few years. The South American coun- 
tries are coming more directly into contact with the 
thought of the rest of the world, not only through ex- 
panding business relations and the give and take of tour- 
ist activities, but even more through the recent linking of 
all large newspapers, by telegraph, with the great news 
associations in the United States. All this will, to some 
extent, accelerate the settlement of “the liquor question 
in the south, 

Down to the present time, anti-liquor legislation, sO 
far as there has been any at all, has been directed, as is 
usual in the earlier phases of such effort, toward re- 
stricting the sale of intoxicants rather than toward 
preventing the manufacture. Only last year, for ex- 
ample, in Peru, the House and Senate joined in a decree 
cutting off the sale of liquor on Saturdays and Sundays, 
the two days of each week upon which, as holidays, the 
indulgence in liquor drinking might be presumed to go 
to extremes. Buta recent editorial in one of the leading 
South American newspapers, [£1 Mercurio of Valparaiso, 
Chile, 1s indication that a more progressive sentiment 
will before long make itself manifest. This editorial, 
of which a translation was printed in The Christian 
science Monitor of April §, cited favorably the action 
of the Valparaiso authorities in closing all the saloons 
on a street that is much used by water-front laborers in 
going to and from their work on the wharves, but 
declared itself convinced that such methods attacked 
only the secondary phases of the liquor evil, whereas 
the true remedy was to proceed against the evil at its 
source, namely, the manutacture, ‘This is the first time 
that we present such ideas,’ confessed El Mercurio s 
editor, “but it will not be the last. Up to this moment 
we have failed in the fight, but let us prevent the manu- 
facture of aleoholic liquors and we shall avoid their 
perils,” | 

such a change of front by such a newspaper augurs 
well for the future of the anti-liquor effort in the Amer- 
ica Of the south, 


The Royal Show 


\MONGsv the many recent signs of returning peace 
Isngland, not the least significant and welcome is the 
publication of the prize sheet for the Royal Show, the 


great agricultural exhibition which is held every year at 
some specially chosen center. It is always a welcome, 


indeed an eagerly sought for visitor to any place, and 
the committee could, no doubt, tell of many urgent solici- 
tations, received each year from various local authorities, 
that their town or city should be allowed to extend its 
hospitality to the show on its next appearance. How 
such matters are decided, the ordinary outsider may not 
know, but, in normal times, he always may know, at 
least a year ahead, where the next show is to-be. This 
year it is to be at Cardiff, and so, for several davs 
betore June 24, which will be the opening day, many 
roads will lead to Cardiff, and along them will travel, 
trom all over the land, the best products of the coun- 
trvside. 

Now, there is a certain similarity among all agricul- 
tural shows, just as there is a certain similarity among 
all cities: but there is always something, indeed there are 
many things, which place a great capital citv in a class 
by itself. So it is with the Roval Show. Your local 
show has its horse section, its cattle section, its sheep 
section, and so on, its horse jumping and its judging, just 
as has the Rowal Show, but at the Royal Show evervy- 
thing 1s-done on such a royal scale. Anyone who has 
seen a Roval Show, through every stage of its history, 
will appreciate this difference. The local show comes 
with a rush. One morning, on the show ground, there is, 
maybe, no sign of the coming visitation; by evening, the 
tents are up, and the flags flying; a couple of days ‘later 
it is all away again. 

The Royal Show, however, thinks a long wav ahead. 
The spring ts never very far advanced before great stacks 
of timber begin to make their appearance at the appointed 
place, spreading themselves over what seems to be an 
incredibly large area. Within a day or two, a little 
hamlet has sprung up, houses for the overseer, the archi- 
tect, and the engineer, and a number of workmen's cot- 
taves, all, of course, of wood. (As often as not each one 
is supplied with a garden, and -thence onward, day after 
dav and week after week, the thing grows, imimetse halls 
and corridors, miles of stalls atid booths, beautiful open 
paces, laid-out gardens, hightoads, and bypaths, There 
are certain welledetined periods, the tite, for instance, 
When the show groutid seers to be all tiprights, the time 
when it seeme to be all fils aed efosshars, and finally 
He dine when it is betig boarded in, and each building, 
Ht lust, destitiies cdelinite Shape 

Meanwhile, the show has been “growing’ in the town 
and the countryside ach week sees sone new develop 
nent, The show oeeupies an ever larger space in the 
local papers, the preliminary announcements are replaced 
hy luge posters, and silent but tat-reaching changes are 
niade at the railway station; sometimes: a, whole new 
siding has ta he eonstructed, And then, as the opening 
day approaches, and the exhibits begin to arrive,. there 
is a steady stream all day long, from the station to the 
show ground, of confident prize winners, from the great 
Clydesdale cart horse, his tail plaited with ribbons, to 
the huge, white, lop-eared rabbit, which surveys the 
world indulgently through the bars of a specially con- 
Then the opening day itself is always a 
notable day. It is attended by notable people, who make 
notable speeches at the opening function. The whole 
town is en fete, and the blue hand on a white ground, 
preceding the legend, “To the Show Ground,” seems to 
be everywhere. There are four days of it, and then, for 
weeks after it is over, ‘and everybody has forgotten about 
it, the carpenters are unmaking it all. First the ribs and 
bars appear again, then the MPriEgts and so, gradually,

it vanishes, until only the little wooden hamlet remains. 
Ultimately this, too, is swept away, and the Royal Show 
retires to its office in London until the next year.

WHILE the Peace Conference goes on day by dav, Sir 
William Orpen, historical painter-elect, is busily making 
his studies for the pictures which will visualize present 
history to future generations. There will probably ‘be 
three pictures: one of the Conference room, with Mr. 
Clemenceau, Mr. Lloyd George, President Wilson, Mr. 
Balfour, and Mr. Lansing engaged in the task of laying 
foundations for a permanent peace; another showing the 
tapestried ante-room peopled just mow with distinguished 
men from all over the world, and vivid at all times, with 
its gold and crimson furniture; and a third depicting the 
signing of the treaty in the Hall of Mirrors. Considering 
the importance of his comnyssion, and the unique oppor- 
tunity it apparently affords for making personal acquaint- 
ance with interesting sitters, the historical painter 
occupies a place that any artist might honestly desire.

Well, without crowd- 
ing the other entrants, one interviewer offers these sam- 
ples: his interview with a prominent New York producer 
while the producer was dressing for dinner, the interview 
being completed while the two were searching up and 
down the street for a place to buy an evening necktie ; and 
when he caught a member of a certain foreign legation 
in the United States, just getting out of his bath, on his 
way to Paris.

As the 
telephone man savs, Revere would have been able to save 
himself a lot of hard riding. He could havé*called Con- 
cord trom a public station in the North End, or Charles- 
town either, and had his friends of the Committee of 
Public Safety on ‘the line within eight minutes, if the 
operators took as much time then as they do gow. And 
how much easier it would have been to get the powder 
buried and the gun carriages done away with if the 
Concord folk had had their warning eight minutes after. 
the lanterns were hung aloft in the belfry arch of the Old 
North steeple! Only, if there had been telephones, there 
would have been no lanterns. They would have used the 
‘phone for the whole thing: And then, of course, a fam- 
ous poem would never have been written. 

THERE is, it seems, a good deal to be said for the 
radical plan of the New York Society of Independent 
Artists in conducting exhibitions with neither an art jury 
nor prizes, and with the artists exhibited in alphabetical 
order.

IXvVEN in so long-established a body as the New York 
National Academy of Design the jury system, as it now 
stands, is being seriously questioned as a desirable wa) 
lo select pictures for exhibition. U nanimous agreement 
on each and every canvas, say the objectors, tends to the 
selection of mediocrity and the refusal of those works of 
greater merit that “are apt to be paintings which some 
people prize very ardently and which other people just 
as ardently detest.” The suggested remedy is to modify 
the system bv allowing each jure 1 to make an absolute 
selection without regard to the opinion of the others.’ The 
experiment would be interesting, for it has long been 
doubttul that the unanimous verdict of an art jury 
reached as desirable a result for art as the unanimous 
verdict of a law jury in most cases reaches for justice.
